The Invitatory varies with the Season, and is always used with Psalm xcv. at 
Matins. It is divided into two parts separately by a colon. The first part, or the 
whole, of the Invitatory may be sung or said by the Minister, or sung by @ single 
voice, or by the choir, before the Psalm; and after the Psalm and Gloria Patri the 
whole Invitatory shall be sung. 

An Antiphon is used at Matins and Vespers to the Psalms, the Magnificat, the 
Nune Dimittis, and the Benedictus. Jt is used in the same manner as the Invitatory. 

The Responsory varies with the Season, and may be sung after the last Lesson 
at Vespers and Matins. At the end of the Responsory is sung Glory be to the Father, 
and to the Son, and to the Holy Ghost (but not “As it was in the beginning, «c.”), 
followed by the repetition of the last sentence of the Responsory.

Why do the heathen rage: and the people imagine a yain thing?

He that sitteth in the heavens shall laugh: the Lord shall have them in derision. 

Then shall he speak unto them in his wrath: and vex them in his sore displeasure. 

Yet have I set my king: upon my holy hill of Zion. 

J will declare the decree: the Lord hath said unto me, Thou art my Son; this day 
have I begotten Thee. 

Ask of me, and I shall give thee the heathen for thine inheritance: and the utter- 
most parts of the earth for thy possession. 


Thou shalt break them with a rod of iron: thou shalt dash them in pieces like a 
potter’s vessel.

ot. 

The lines are fallen unto me in pleasant places: yea, I have a goodly heritage. 

I will bless the Lorn, who hath given me counsel: my reins also instruct me in the 
night-seasons. 

I have set the Lorp always before me: because he is at my right hand, I shall not 
be moved. 
R Therefore my heart is glad, and my glory rejoiceth: my flesh also shall rest in 

ope. 

For thou wilt not leave my soul in hell: neither wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to. 
see corruption. 

Thou wilt shew me the path of life: in thy presence is fullness of joy; at thy 
right hand there are pleasures for evermore. 

Psalm xviii. Diligam te, Domine. 

I will love thee: O Lorn, my strength. 

The Lorp is my rock, and my fortress, and my deliverer: my God, my strength, in 
whom I will trust; my buckler, and the horn of my salvation, and my high tower. 

I will call upon the Lorn, who is worthy to be praised, so shall I be saved from 
mine enemies. 

The sorrows of death compassed me: and the floods of ungodly men made me 
afraid. 

The sorrows of hell compassed me about: the snares of death prevented me. 

In my distress I called upon the Lorn: and cried unto my God. ‘ 

He heard my voice out of his temple: and my cry came before him, even into his 
ears. > 

Then the earth shook and trembled: the foundations also of the hills moved and 
were shaken, because he was wroth. 
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There went up a smoke out of his nostrils, and fire out of his mouth devoured: 
coals were kindled by it. 

He bowed the heavens also, and came down: and darkness was under his feet. 

And he rode upon a cherub, and did fly : yea, he did fly upon the wings of the wind. 

He made darkness his secret place: his pavilion round about him were dark waters 
and thick clouds of the skies. 

At the brightness that was before him his thick clouds passed: hailstones and coals 
of fire.

“With the pure thou wilt shew thyself pure: and with the froward thou wilt shew 
thyself froward. 

For thou wilt save the afflicted people: but wilt bring down high looks. 

For thou wilt light my candle: the Lorp my God will enlighten my darkness. 

For by thee I have run through a troop: and by my God have I leaped over a wall. 

As for God, his way is perfect: the word of the Lorp is tried; he is a buckler to all 
those that trust in him. 

For who is God save the Lorp: or who is a rock save our God? 

It is God that girdeth me with strength: and maketh my way perfect. 

He maketh my feet like hinds’ feet: and setteth me upon my high places. 

He teacheth my hands to war: so that a bow of steel is broken by mine arms. 

Thou hast also given me the shield of thy salvation: and thy right hand hath 
holden me up, and thy gentleness hath made me great. 

Thou hast enlarged my steps under me: that my feet did not slip. 

I have pursued mine enemies and overtaken them: neither did I turn again till 
they were consumed. ; 

I have wounded them that they were not able to rise: they are fallen under my 
feet. 

For thou hast girded me with strength unto the battle: thou hast subdued under 
me those that rose up against me. 

Thou hast also given me the necks of mine enemies: that I might destroy them 
that hate me. 
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They cried, but there was none to save them: even unto the Lorp, but he answered 
them not. 


Then did I beat them small as the dust before the wind: I did cast them out as the 
dirt in the streets. ' 


Thou hast delivered me from the strivings of the people: and thou hast made me 
the head of the heathen. 


A people whom I have not known: shall serve me. 


As soon as they hear of me, they shall obey me: the strangers shall submit them- 
selves unto me. 


The strangers shall fade away : and be afraid out of their close places. 


The Lorp liveth, and blessed be my Rock: and let the God of my salvation be 
exalted. 


It is God that avengeth me: and subdueth the people under me. 


He delivered me from mine enemies; yea, thou liftest me up above those that rise 
up against me; thou hast delivered me from the violent man.

The heavens declare the glory of God: and the firmament sheweth his handiwork. 
Day unto day uttereth speech: and night unto night sheweth knowledge. 
There is no speech nor language: where their voice is not heard. 


Their line is gone out through all the earth: and their words to the end of the 
world. 


In them hath he set a tabernacle for the sun: which is a bridegroom coming out of 
his chamber, and rejoiceth as a strong man to run a race. 


His going forth is from the end of the heaven, and his circuit unto the ends of it: 
and there is nothing hid from the heat thereof. 


The law of the Lorp is perfect, converting the soul: the testimony of the Lorp is 
sure, making wise the simple. ; 


The statutes of the Lorn are right, rejoicing the heart: the commandment of the 
Lorp is pure, enlightening the eyes. 


The fear of the Lorp is clean, enduring forever : the judgments of the Lorp are true 
and righteous altogether. 


More to be desired are they than gold, yea, than much fine gold: sweeter also than 
honey and the honeycomb. 


Moreover by them is thy servant warned: and in keeping of them there is great 
reward. 


Who can understand his errors: cleanse thou me from secret faults. 


Keep back thy servant also from presumptuous sins; let them not haye dominion 
over me: then shall I be upright and I shall be innocent from the great transgression. 


Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of my heart, be acceptable in thy 
sight: O Lorp, my strength, and my redeemer. 
Psalm xxi. Domine, in virtute tua. 


The king shall joy in thy strength; O Lorp: and in thy salvation how greatly shall 
he rejoice! 


Thou hast given him his heart’s desire : and hast not withholden the request of his 
lips. 


For thou preventest him with the blessings of goodness: thou settest a crown of 
pure gold on his head. 


He asked life of thee and thou gavest it him: even length of days for ever and ever. 
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His glory is great in thy salvation: honor and majesty hast thou laid upon him. 


For thou hast made him most blessed for ever : thou hast made him exceeding glad 
with thy countenance. 


For the king trusteth in the Lorp: and through the mercy of the Most High he 
shall not be moved. 


Thine hand shall find out all thine enemies: thy right hand shall find out those 
that hate thee. 


Thou shalt make them as a fiery oven in the time of thine anger: the Lorp shall 
Swallow them up in his wrath, and the fire shall devour them. 


Their fruit shalt thou destroy from the earth: and their seed from among the 
children of men. 


For they intended evil against thee: they imagined a mischievous device, which 
they are not able to perform. 


Therefore shalt thou make them turn their back: when thou shalt make ready 
thine arrows upon thy strings against the face of them. 

Be thou exalted, Lorp, in thine own strength: so will we sing and praise thy 
power. 


Psalm xxii. Deus, Deus, meus. 


My God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me: why art thou so far from helping 
me, and from the words of my roaring? 


O my God, I ery in the day time, but thou hearest not: and in the night season, 
and am not silent. 


But thou art holy: O thou that inhabitest the praises of Israel. 
Our fathers trusted in thee: they trusted, and thou didst deliver them. 


They cried unto thee, and were delivered: they trusted in thee, and were not con- 
founded. 


But I am a worm, and no man: a reproach of men, and despised of the people. 

All they that see me laugh me to scorn: they shoot out the lip, they shake the head, 
saying, 

He trusted on the Lorp that he would deliver him: let him deliver him, seeing he 
delighted in him. 


But thou art he that took me out of the womb: thou didst make me hope when I 
was upon my mother’s breasts. 


I was cast upon thee from the womb: thou art my God from my mother’s bélly. 
Be not far from me; for trouble is near: for there is none to help. 

Many bulls have compassed me: strong bulls of Bashan have beset me round. 
They gaped upon me with their mouths: as a ravening and a roaring lion. 


I am poured out like water, and all my bones are out of joint: my heart is like 
wax; it is melted in the midst of my bowels. 


My strength is dried up like a potsherd; and my tongue cleaveth to my jaws: and 
thou hast brought me into the dust of death. 


For dogs have compassed me; the assembly of the wicked have inclosed me: they 
pierced my hands and my feet. 


I may tell all my bones: they look and stare upon me. 

They part my garments among them : and cast lots upon my vesture. 

But be not thou far from me, O Lorn: O iy strength, haste thee to help me. 
Deliver my soul from the sword: my darling from the power of the dog. 


Save me from the lion’s mouth: for thou hast heard me from the horns of the 
unicorns. | F 


I will declare thy name unto my brethren: in the midst of the congregation will I 
praise thee. 

Ye that fear the Lorn, praise him; all ye the seed of Jacob, glorify him: and fear 
him, all ye the seed of Israel. 
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For he hath not despised nor abhorred the affliction of the afflicted: neither hath 
he hid his face from him; but when he cried unto him, he heard. 

My praise shall be of thee in the great congregation: I will pay my vows before 
them that fear him. 

The meek shall eat and be satisfied : they shall praise the Lorp that seek him ; your 
heart shall live forever. 

And the ends of the world shall remember and turn unto the Lorp: and all the 
kindreds of the nations shall worship before thee. 

For the kingdom is the Lorn’s: and he is the governor among the nations. 

All they that be fat upon the earth: shall eat and worship. 

All they that go down to the dust shall bow before him: and none can keep alive 
his own soul. 

A seed shall serve him: it shall be accounted to the Lorp for a generation. 

They shall come, and shall declare his righteousness unto a people that shall be 
born: that he hath done this.

The Lorp is my shepherd: I shall not want. 

He maketh me to lie down in green pastures: he leadeth me beside the still 
waters. 

He restoreth my soul: he leadeth me in the paths of righteousness for his name’s 
sake. : 

Yea, though I walk through the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil: 
for thou art with me; thy rod and thy staff they comfort me. 

Thou preparest a table before me in the presence of mine enemies: thou anointest 
my head with oil; my cup runneth over. 

Surely goodness and merey shall follow me all the days of my life: and I will 
dwell in the house of the Lorp for ever. 


Psalm xxiv. Domini est terra. 


The earth is the Lorp’s, and the fullness thereof: the world, and they that dwell 
therein. 

For he hath founded it upon the seas: and established it upon the floods. 

Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lorp: or who shall stand in his holy place? 

He that hath clean hands, and a pure heart: who hath not lifted up his soul unto 
yanity, nor sworn deceitfully.

Lift up your heads, O ye gates; even lift them up, ye everlasting doors: and the 
King of glory shall come in. 

Who is this King of glory : The Lorp of hosts, he is the King of glory. 

Psalm xxy. Ad te, Domine, levavi. 

Unto thee, O Lorp: do I lift up my soul. 

O my God, I trust in thee: let me not be ashamed, let not mine enemies triumph 
over me. 

Yea, let none that wait upon thee be ashamed: let them be ashamed which trans- 
gress without cause.- : 

Shew me thy ways, O Lorp: teach me thy paths. 

Lead me in thy truth, and teach me: for thou art the God of my salvation ; on thee 
do I wait all the day. 
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Remember, O Lorp, thy tender mercies and thy lovingkindnesses ; for they have 
been ever of old. 

Remember not the sins of my youth, nor my transgressions: according to thy 
mercy remember thou me for thy goodness sake, O Lorp. 

Good and upright is the Lorn: therefore will he teach sinners in the way. 

The meek will he guide in judgment : and the meek will he teach his way. 

All the paths of the Lorp are mercy and truth: unto such as keep his covenant 
and his testimonies. 

For thy name’s sake, O Lorp, pardon mine iniquity: for it is great. 

by What man is he that feareth the Lorp: him shall he teach in the way that he shall 

chose. 

His soul shall dwell at ease : and his seed shall inherit the earth. 2 

The secret of the Lorp is with them that fear him: and he will shew them his 
covenant. 

Mine eyes are ever toward the Lorn: for he shall pluck my feet out of the net. 

Turn thee unto me, and have mercy upon me: for I am desolate and afflicted. 

The troubles of my heart are enlarged: O bring thou me out of my distresses. 

Look upon mine affliction and my pain: and forgive all my sins. 

Consider mine enemies, for they are many: and they hate me with cruel hatred. 

O keep my soul, and deliver me: let me not be ashamed; for I put my trust in thee. 

Let integrity and uprightness preserve me: for I wait on thee. 

Redeem Israel, O God: out of all his troubles. 


Psalm xxvii. Dominus illuminatio. 


The Lorp is my light and my salvation; whom shall I fear: the Lorp is the 
strength of my life; of whom shall I be afraid? 

When the wicked, even mine enemies and my foes, came upon me to eat my flesh: 
they stumbled and fell. 

Though a host should encamp against me, my heart shall not fear: though war 
should rise against me, in this will I be confident. 

One thing have I desired of the Lorp, that will I seek after: that I may dwell in 
the house of the Lorp all the days of my life, to behold the beauty of the Lorp, and to 
inquire in his temple. : 

For in the time of trouble he shall hide me in his pavilion: in the secret of his 
tabernacle shall he hide me; he shall set me up upon a rock. 

And now shall mine head be lifted up : above mine enemies round about me. 

Therefore will I offer in his tabernacle sacrifices of joy: I will sing, yea, I will 
sing praises unto the Lorp. 

Hear, O Lorp, when I cry with my voice: have mercy also upon me, and answer 
me. 

When thou saidst, Seek ye my face: my heart said unto thee, Thy face, Lorp, will 
I seek. 

Hide not thy face far from me: put not thy servant away in anger. 

Thou hast been my help: leave me not, neither forsake me, O God of my saivation. 

When my father and my mother forsake me: then the Lorp will take me up. 

Teach me thy way, O Lorp: and lead me ina plain path, because of mine enemies. 

Deliver me not over unto the will of mine enemies: for false witnesses are risen up 
against me, and such as breathe out cruelty. 

I had fainted : unless I had believed to see the goodness of the Lorp in the land of 
the living. i 

Wait on the Lorp; be of good courage, and he shall strengthen thine heart: wait, 
I say, on the Lorp. 
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Psalm xxviii. Ad te, Domine. 


Unto thee will I cry, O Lord my rock; be not silent to me: lest, if thou be silent to 
me, I become like them that go down into the pit. 

Hear the voice of my supplications, when I cry unto thee: when I lift up my hands 
toward thy holy oracle. 

Draw me not away with the wicked, and with the workers of iniquity: which 
speak peace to their neighbors, but mischief is in their hearts. 

Give them according to their deeds: and according to the wickedness of their 
endeavors. 

Give them after the work of their hands: render to them their desert. 

Because they regard not the works of the Lorp, nor the operation of his hand: he 
‘shall, destroy them and not build them up. 

Blessed be the Lorp: because he hath heard the voice of my supplications. 

The Lorp is my strength and my shield; my heart trusteth in him, and I am 
helped: therefore my heart greatly rejoiceth ; and with my song will I praise him. 

The Lorp is their strength: and he is the saving strength of his anointed. 

Save thy people, and bless thine inheritance: feed them also, and lift them up for 
ever. 

Psalm xxx. Hzaltabo-te, Domine. 


I will extol thee, O Lorp; for thou hast lifted me up: and hast not made my foes to 
rejoice over me. 

O Lorp my God, I cried unto thee: and thou hast healed me. 

O Lorp, thou hast brought up my soul from the grave: thou hast kept me alive, 
that I should not go down to the pit. 

Sing unto the Lorp, O ye saints of his: and give thanks at the remembrance of his 
holiness. 

Yor his anger endureth but a moment; in his favor is life: weeping may endure for 
a night, but joy cometh in the morning. 

And in my prosperity I said: I shall never be moved. 

Lorp, by thy favor thou hast made my mountain to stand strong: thou didst hide 
thy face, and I was troubled. 

I cried to thee, O Lorp: and unto the Lorp I made supplication. 

What profit is there in my blood, when I go down to the pit: Shall the dust praise 
thee? shall it declare thy truth?

Blessed is the man unto whom the Lorp imputeth not iniquity : and in whose spirit 
there is no guile. 

When I kept silence: my bones waxed old through my roaring all the day long. 

For day and night thy hand was heavy upon me: my moisture is turned into the 
drought of summer. 

I acknowledged my sin unto thee: and mine iniquity have I not hid. 

I said, I will confess my transgressions unto the Lorp: and thou forgavest the 
iniquity of my sin. 

For this shall every one that is godly pray unto thee in a time when thou mayest 
be found: surely in the floods of great waters they shall not come nigh unto him, 
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Thou art my hiding place; thou shalt preserve me from trouble: thou shalt com- 
pass me about with songs of deliverance. 


I will instruct thee and teach thee in the way which thou shalt go: I will guide 
thee with mine eye. > 


Be ye not as the horse, or as the mule, which have no understanding : whose mouth 
must be held in with bit and bridle, lest they come near unto thee. 


Many sorrows shall be to the wicked: but he that trusteth in the Lorp, mercy shall 
compass him about. 


Be glad in the Lorp, and rejoice, ye righteous: and shout for joy, all ye that are 
upright in heart. 


Psalm xxxiii. Heultate, justi. 


Rejoice in the Lorp, O ye righteous: for praise is comely for the upright. 


Praise the Lorp with harp: sing unto him with the psaltery and an instrument of 
ten strings. 


Sing unto him a new song: play skillfully with a loud noise. 
For the word of the Lorp is right: and all his works are done in truth. 


He loveth righteousness and judgment: the earth is full of the goodness of the 
Lorp. 


By the word of the Lorp were the heavens made: and all the host of them by the 
breath of his mouth. 


He gathereth the waters of the sea together as a heap: he layeth up the depth 
in storehouses. 


Let all the earth fear the Lorp: let all the inhabitants of the world stand in awe of 
him. 


For he spake, and it was done: he commanded and it stood fast. 


The Lorp bringeth the counsel of the heathen to nought: he maketh the devices of 
the people of none effect. 


The counsel of the Lorp standeth for ever: the thoughts of his heart to all genera- 
tions. 


Blessed is the nation whose God is the Lorp: and the people whom he hath chosen 
for his own inheritance. 


The Lorp looketh from heaven: he beholdeth all the sons of men. 
From the place of his habitation he looketh: upon all the inhabitants of the earth. 
He fashioneth their hearts alike: he considereth all their works. 


There is no king saved by the multitude of a host: a mighty man is not delivered 
by much strength. 


A horse is a vain thing for safety: neither shall he deliver any by his great 
strength. 


Behold, the eye of the Lorp is upon them that fear him: upon them that hope in 
his mercy. 


To deliver their soul from death: and to keep them alive in famine. 

Our soul waiteth for the Lorn: he is our help and our shield. 

For our heart shall rejoice in him: because we have trusted in his holy name, 
Let thy mercy, O Lorn, be upon us: according as we hope in thee. 


Psalm xxxiy. Benedicam Dominum. 


I will bless the Lorp at all times: his praise shall continually be in my mouth. 


My soul shall make her boast in the Lorp; the humblé shall hear thereof, and 
be glad. 


O magnify the Lorp with me: and let us exalt his name together. 
I sought the Lorp, and he heard me: and delivered me from all my fears.

The face of the Lorp is against them that do evil: to cut off the remembrance of 
them from the earth. 


The righteous cry, and the Lorp heareth: and delivereth them out of all their 
troubles. 


The Lorp is nigh unto them that are of broken heart: and saveth such as be of 
a contrite spirit. 

Many are the afflictions of the righteous: but the Lorp delivereth him out of 
them. all. 

He keepeth all his bones: not one of them is broken. 

Evil shall slay the wicked: and they that hate the righteous shall be desolate. 

The Lorp redeemeth the soul of his servants: and none of them that trust in him 
shall be desolate. t 


Psalm xxxvi. Diwit injustus. 


The transgression of the wicked saith within my heart: that there is no fear of 
‘God before his eyes. 
For he flattereth himself in his own eyes: until his iniquity be found to be hateful. 


The words of his mouth are iniquity and deceit: he hath left off to be wise, and 
to do good. 


He deviseth mischief upon his bed: he setteth himself in a way that is not good; 
he abhorreth not evil. 


Thy mercy, O Lorp, is in the heavens: and thy faithfulness reacheth unto the 
clouds. 


Thy righteousness is like the great mountains; thy judgments are a great deep: 
O Lorp, thou preservest man and beast. 


How excellent is thy lovingkindness, O God: therefore the children of men put 
their trust under the shadow of thy wings. 


They shall be abundantly satisfied with the fatness of thy house: and thou shalt 
make them drink of the river of thy pleasures. 


Tor with thee is the fountain of life: in thy light shall we see light. 


O continue thy lovingkindness unto them that know thee: and thy righteousness 
to the upright in heart. 


Let not the foot of pride come against me: and let not the hand of the wicked 
remove me. 


There are the workers of iniquity fallen: they are cast down, and shall not be 
able to rise. 


Psalm xl. Hapectans expectavi. 


I waited patiently for the Lorp: and he inclined unto me and heard my voice. 


He brought me up also out of a horrible pit, out of the miry clay: and set my feet 
upon a rock; and established my goings. 
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And he hath put a new song in my mouth, even praise unto our God: many shall 
see it, and fear, and shall trust in the Lorp. 


Blessed is the man that maketh the Lorp his trust: and respecteth not the proud, 
nor such as turn aside to lies. 


Many, O Lorp my God, are thy wonderful works which thou hast done, and thy 
thoughts which are to us-ward: they cannot be reckoned up in order unto thee.

upon me, so that I am not able to look up: they are more than the hairs of mine head; 
therefore my heart faileth me. 


Be pleased, O Lorp, to deliver me: O Lorp, make haste to help me. 
Let them be ashamed and confounded together that seek after my soul to destroy 


it: let them be driven backward and put to shame that wish me evil. 
Let them be desolate for a reward of their shame: that say unto me, Aha, aha. 


Let all those that seek thee rejoice and be glad in thee: let such as love thy salva- 
tion say continually, The Lorp be magnified. 


But I am poor and needy: yet the Lorp thinketh upon me. 
Thou art my helper and my deliverer: make no tarrying, O my God. 
Psalm xliii. Judica me, Deus. 
Judge me, O God, and plead my cause against an ungodly nation: O delizes me 
from the deceitful and unjust man. 


For thou art the God of my strength, why dost thou cast me off: why go I 
mourning because of the oppression of the enemy ? 


O send out thy light and thy truth, let them lead me: let them bring me unto thy 
holy hill, and to thy tabernacles. 


Then will I go unto the altar of God, unto God my exceeding joy: yea, upon the 
harp will I praise thee, O God my God. 


Why art thou cast down, O my soul? and why art thou disquieted within me? hope 
in God:for I shall yet praise him, who is the health of my countenance, and my God. 
Psalm xly. Hructavit cor meum. 

My heart is inditing a good matter: I speak of the things which I have made 
touching the King. 
My tongue is the pen: of a ready writer. 


Thou art fairer than the children of men: grace is poured into thy lips; there- 
fore God hath blessed thee forever. 


Gird thy sword upon thy thigh, O most Mighty: with thy glory and thy majesty. 


And in thy majesty ride prosperously, because of truth and meekness and right- 
eousness: and thy right hand shall teach thee terrible things. 


Thine arrows are sharp in the heart of the King’s enemies: whereby the people 
fall under thee.. 
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Thy throne, O God, is for ever and ever: the sceptre of thy kingdom is a right 
sceptre.

The Lorp of hosts is with us: the God of Jacob is our refuge. 


Psalm xlvii. Ommnes gentes, plaudite. 


O clap your hands, all ye people: shout unto God with the voice of triumph. 

For the Lorp most high is terrible: he is a great King over all the earth. 

He shall subdue the people under us: and the nations under our feet. 

He shall choose our inheritance for us: the excellency of Jacob whom he loved. 

God is gone up with a shout: the Lorp with the sound of a trumpet. 

Sing praises to God, sing praises: sing praises unto our King, sing praises. 

For God is the King of all the earth: sing ye praises with understanding. 

God reigneth over the heathen: God sitteth upon the throne of his holiness. 

The princes of the people are gathered together, even the people of the God of 
Abraham: for the shields of the earth belong unto God; he is greatly exalted.

When I ery unto thee, then shall mine enemies turn back: this I know; for God 
is for me. 

In God will I praise his word: in the Lorp will I praise his word. 

In God have I put my trust: I will not be afraid what man can do unto me. 

Thy vows are upon me, O God: I will render praises unto thee. 

For thou hast delivered my soul from death, wilt thou not deliver my feet from 
falling: that I may walk before God in the light of the living? 


Psalm Ixy. Te decet hymnus. 


Praise waiteth for thee, O God, in Zion: and unto thee shall the vow be performed. 

© thou that hearest prayer : unto thee shall all flesh come. 

Iniquities prevail against me: as for our transgressions, thou shalt purge them 
away. . 

Blessed is the man whom thou choosest, and causest to approach unto thee, that 
he may dwell in thy courts: we shall be satisfied with the goodness of thy house, even 


of thy holy temple. 
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By terrible things in righteousness wilt thou answer us, O God of our salvation: 
who art the confidence of all the ends of the earth, and of them that are afar off upon 
the sea. 

Which by his strength setteth fast the mountains: being girded with power. 

Which stilleth the noise of the seas: the noise of their waves, and the tumult of 
the people. 

They also that dwell in the uttermost parts are afraid at thy tokens: thou makest 
the outgoings of the morning and evening to rejoice. 

Thou visitest the earth, and waterest it: thou greatly enrichest it with the river

Why leap ye, ye high hills? this is the hill which God desireth to dwell in: yea, the 
Lorp will dwell in it forever. . 

The chariots of God are twenty thousand, even thousands of angels: the Lorp is 
among them, as in Sinai, in the holy place. 

Thou hast ascended on high, thou hast led captivity captive, thou hast received 
gifts for men: yea, for the rebellious also, that the Lorp God might dwell among them. 

Blessed be the Lorp, who daily loadeth us with benefits: even the God of our 
salvation. 

He that is our God is the God of salvation: and unto God the Lorp belong the 
issues from death. 

But God shall wound the head of his enemies: and the hairy scalp of such a one 
as goeth on still in his trespasses. 

The Lorp said, I will bring again from Bashan: I will bring my people again from 
the depths of the sea. 

That thy foot may be dipped in the plood of thine enemies: and the tongue of thy 
dogs in the same. 

They have seen thy goings, O God: even the goings of my God, my King, in the 
sanctuary. 

The singers went before, the players on instruments followed after: among them 
were the damsels playing with timbrels. : 

Bless ye God in the congregations : even the Lorn, from the fountain of Israel. 
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There is little Benjamin with their ruler, the princes of Judah and their council : 
the princes of Zebulun, and the princes of Naphtali. 

Thy God hath commanded thy strength: strengthen, O God, that which thou hast 
wrought for us. 

Because of thy temple at Jerusalem: shall kings bring presents unto thee. 

Rebuke the company of spearmen, the multitude of the bulls, with the calves of the 
people, till every one submit himself with pieces of silver: scatter thou the people that 
delight in war. 


Princes shall come out of Hgypt: Ethiopia shall soon stretch out her hands unto 
God. 

Sing unto God, ye kingdoms of the earth: O sing praises unto the Lord; 

To him that rideth upon the heayens of heavens, which were of old: lo, he doth 
send out his voice, and that a mighty voice. / 

Ascribe ye strength unto God, his excellency is over Israel: and his strength is in 
the clouds. 


O God, thou art terrible out of the holy places: the God of Israel is he that 
giveth strength and power unto his people. Blessed be God. 


Psalm Ixxii. Deus, judiciwm. 


Give the king thy judgments, O God: and thy righteousness unto the king’s son. 

He shall judge thy people with righteousness : and the poor with judgment. 

The mountains shall bring peace to the people: and the little hills, by right- 
eousness. 


He shall judge the poor of the people, he shall gave the children of the needy : and 
shall break in pieces the oppressor. 

They shall fear thee as long as the sun and moon endure: throughout all genera- 
tions. 

He shall come down like rain upon the mown grass: as showers that water the 
earth. 


In his days shall the righteous flourish: and abundance of peace so long as the 
moon endureth. 


He shall have dominion also from sea to sea: and from the rivers unto the ends of 
the earth. 


They that dwell in the wilderness shall bow before him: and his enemies shall 
lick the dust. 


The kings of Tarshish and of the isles shall bring presents : the kings of Sheba and 
Seba shall offer gifts. 


Yea, all kings shall fall down before him: all nations shall serve him. 

For he shall deliver the needy when he crieth: the poor also, and him that hath 
no helper. 

He shall spare the poor and needy ; and shall save the souls of the needy. 


He shall redeem their souls from deceit and violence: and precious shall their 
blood be in his sight. 


And he shall live, and to him shall be given of the gold of Sheba: prayer also shall 
be made for him continually, and daily shall he be praised. 


There shall be a handful of corn in the earth upon the top of the mountains: the 
fruit thereof shall shake like Lebanon; and they of the city shall flourish like grass 
of the earth.

The hills melted like wax at the presence of the Lorp: at the presence of the 
Lord of the whole earth.

Thou makest darkness, and it is night: wherein all the beasts of the forests do 
ereep forth. 

The young lions roar after their prey : and seek their meat from God. 


The sun ariseth, they gather themselves together: and lay them down in their 
dens. 


Man goeth forth unto his work and to his labour: until the evening.

The Movable Festivals all depend upon Master except Advent. 


Advent Sunday is always the nearest Sunday to the thirtieth day of November, 


whether before or after. 
Haster is always the first Sunday after the Full.Moon, which happens upon, 


or 


next after the twenty-first day of March; and if the Full Moon happen upon a Sun- 


day, Haster is the Sunday after. 
The time of Haster being found, the other Festivals occur as follows: 
Septuagesima Sunday is nine weeks before Haster. 
Ash-Wednesday, or the beginning of Lent, is forty-six days before Haster. 
Palm Sunday, or the beginning of Holy Week, is eight days before Haster. 
Holy Thursday is the Thursday before Laster. 
Good-Friday is the Friday before Faster. 
Ascension-Day is forty days after Haster. 
Whitsunday is seven weeks after Haster. 
Trinity Sunday is eight weeks after Laster,

Numbers in the list refer to our Hv. Luth. Hymn-book (tune edition), unless other- 
wise stipulated. 

The first number designates the hymn; the number following the hymn number 
designates the tune to be used for that hymn. For good reasons a second choice is 
given in a number of instances (separated from the first choice by a period). 

Explanation of terms used: “Ch” stands for Choralbuch, “B” for Brauer’s Choral- 
buch, and “H” for Hoelter’s Choralbuch. Examples: “78-Ch” means that Tune No. 78 
should be used, but as found in the Choralbuch ; ““333-B” means that Tune No. 333 
should be used according to Brauer’s Choralbuch ; ete. 

It is suggested that pastors, teachers, and organists mark in their own hymn-book 
the tunes proposed for each hymn; e. g., Hymn No. 1 should be marked 1 (meaning that 
Tune No.1 is to be used for Hymn No.1), Hymn No.74 should be marked 61, Hymn 
No. 78 should be marked 78-Ch, etc. Thus the need of referring to this list every time 
a hymn is to be sung will be eliminated.
